A WARNING against apathy 
in civil defence and against 
the idea that Ejire’s neutrality is 
invulnerable was given by Mr.

He had the 
greatest admiration for the people 
who lad held the civil defence 
organisations together in the face of 
the apathy that was in some sections 
of the community, and he hoped that 
the Civil Defence Week beginning 
in Dun Laoghaire would educate 
these anathetic ones and persuade 
them to join some branch of the 
services.

EUROPE AFTER 
THE WAR 


TREMENDOUS TASKS 


(R STAFFORD CRIPPS, 
speaking at the International 
Youth Council’s Conference in 
London, yesterday, said that when 
the war was over the peoples of 
the world would be ready for @ 
great forward movement. 
‘By that time,” he said, “the 
Governments of the United Nations 
must concert sound. business-hke 
plans which will ensure that our 
advance is not merely a leap into the 
dark. The first task will be the 
relief of the suffering people of 
Europe. This is a task which will 
have to be carried out on a grand 
scale, as grand as if it were a major 
operation of war. Relief ‘must be 
followed by reconstruction. Stalin. 
grad, Warsaw, Rotterdam, Belgrade, 
and scores of other towns and cities 
must be rebuilt. Agriculture must 
be patiently restored, industries re- 
equipped and re-staffed. Here is @ 
tremendous task for the united effort 
of the United Nations—a task which 
must be planned with imagination 
and carried cut with zest and devo- 
tion if the common people of Europe 
and Asia are to achieve freedom 
from want and fear. 


WAR DAMAGE 


“The German  people—innocent 
and guilty alike—will undoubtedly 
suffer sufficiently for the misdeeds 
of their rulers, without our indulg- 
ing in indiscriminate vengeance 
against them. Our concern must be 
to destroy the power of the Nazis 
and of the German war machine; to 
punish the war criminals, and to 
insist that Germany should repair 
as much as possible of the damage 
she has done to her neighbours. 

‘Some suggest that Germany 
should be split up into a number of 
small States. But would that 
accomplish anything except to start 
a new movement to restore the unity 
of the German nation’? Others have 
suggested that German heavy 
industry concentrated in the Ruhr 
Area should be brought under some 
form of international public corpora- 
tion, and set to work—not for 
German profit or power, but to 
restore the countries who have 
suffered from German occupat on, 
and to raise the standard of living 
of the common people of Europe. 


GERMAN INDUSTRY 

‘*Yet another solution would be 
to decentralise German industry into 
the surrounding countries. thus re- 
versing Herr Hitler's concent of the 
concentration of all industrial power 
—and with it the military power— 
on German soil. To make such a 
course fully effective, Germany’s 
neighbours must cease to be small 
and independent national units, and 
must become strong, well-knit fede- 
rations, with sufficient man-power to 
build up large basic _ industries. 

hese and other possibilities will 
have to be examined in great detail 
by the United Nations before final ' 
decisions are reached, 

Mr. John Winant, American 
Ambassador, said that he would ask 
only that when victory came they 
realised the advantages of those 
sacrifices mentioned by President 
Roosevelt, so that the brave should 
not have died in vain and that they 
did their share in passing that on to 
future generations.

lugubrious speech. There was a 
time, not so very long ago, when 
Mr. Lemass was the Government's 
greatest optimist. Then all was 
for the best in the. best of all 


| possible worlds; Fianna Fail was 


in power, and the Irish people 
had nothing to fear. Now the 
Minister has a very different story 
to tell; and this time he happens 
to be right. Strangely enough, 
the fact that provided the text of 
his jeremiad at Mullingar was the 
extension of the world war to 
French North Africa. Sinn Fein 
is beginning to find out that the 
doctrine of ‘‘ourselves alone ” is 
a dangerous fallacy. Increased 
tillage, says Mr. Lemass, necessi- 


tates an increased supply~ of 
fertilisers. This country used to 
import about 100,000 tons of 


phosphate rock from North Africa 
for the manufacture of super- 
phosphates; but, now that: the 
belligerents have chosen the 
southern coast of the Mediter- 
ranean as a theatre of war, these 
imports naturally will cease, and 
the Irish farme: will be thrown 
back for his fertilisers upon such 
deposits as exist in County Clare, 
and such imports as may be 
possible from the United States. 
As Mr. Lemass said, the outlook 
for this country is becoming in- 
creasingly bleak. During the last 
two years it seemed as if the war 
Was moving away from us towards 
the East, and there were—as there 
still are—many foolish people who 
believed fondly that the mere fact 
of our political neutrality would 
be sufficient to save us from the 
fate that threatened less prudent 
and less fortunate peoples.

is no remedy.’’ Apparently, 
there is enough motor fuel in 
the country to maintain “ the 
most essential transport’’ until 
some unspecified date next year, 
after which further supplies will 
be unobtainable. The. outlook in 
this respect, declared the Minister, 
is ‘‘ very grave indeed.” Revers- 
ing Marie Antcinette’s formula, 
the uninformed citizen may say: 
if we cannot have motor cars, we 
always can ride our bicycles ; but, 
here again, Mr. Lemass brings 
gloomy tidings.- Until ‘‘ some 
date next year,’’ the output of 
cycle tyres will be about one-sixth 
of the country’s normal require- 
ments; after that date there will 
be no more tyres for anybody. At 
present the production of soap is 


ounces a month. This compara- 
tively favourable situation will 


continue for six months; but 
thereafter there will be no 
soap. The national demand 


for candles is more than twice 
as great as the possible supply ; 
and, although the ration of 
paraffin is being doubled next 
month, Mr. Lemass declares that 
the prospect is definitely “‘ bad.”’ 
Tea imports do not justify a 
weekly ration even of half an 
ounce. The Minister’s Christmas 
gift of an increased ration was 
made possible by the purchase of 
a special reserve in India last 
year; but Japan’s entry into the 
war put a stop to shipments long 
before our purchases had been 
brought home. ‘The outlook in 
respect of sugar is slightly better. 
Rationing will stop if the acreage 
under beet can be increased by 
more than half; and a certain 
amount of maize for pig-feeding 
will be imported to increase the 
supplies of bacon, which, at the 
moment, are only about one-third 
of the people’s requirements. It 
looks as if we were within sight of 
the hair-shirt Republic, which, 
not so many years ago, seemed to 
be the ultimate goal of the Fianna 
Fail party ; but many things have 
happened since then. War is a 
ruthless tutor ; but it teaches even 
neutrals useful lessons. From the 
bility of “ economic collapse’ was 
inherent in Eire’s position.

remarkable that there has been a 
official recognition of the necessity 
of reducing the numbers of rats. 
The ra. is the most destructive of 
creatures and the most costly of 
guests; he battens upon foodstuffs 
which have been won from the 
land with labour and expense, or 
have occupied the precious cargo 
space of our few sea-going ships. 
He is a menace not only to stores 
of food—stores vital to the nation 
at the present time—but to human 
life; for it is by the black ship rat 
that the deadliest of all diseases, 
bubonic plague, is carried to the 
ports of these islands. Nevertheless, 
the control and extermination of 
rats—except at the docks—is left 
to private enterprise, not even 
stimulated by publicity. The 
results are twofold, Firstly, owners 
of large factories and warehouses 
accept rats as inevitable, and take 
action against them only when 
their depredations become intoler- 
able; secondly, when such action 
is taken, the methods employed 
are often more efficacious in 
driving the rat to other quarters 
temporarily than in exterminating, 
him altogether. In Great Britain 
the problem of rat-control has been 
brought into the limelight since 
the beginning of the war, owing to 
the obvious futility of growing 
more food if rats are to eat it; 
and under the Ministry of Food 
legislation has been introduced to 
assist in the battle. It has been 
estimated that Great Britain has 
no fewer than fifty-five million 
rats; and, while this figure cannot 
be regarded as definite, it is at 
least certain that the rats greatly 
outnumber the humans, Authorities 
say that trapping is unsatisfac- 
tory; for the males, the more 
active and roaming sex, are 
trapped in greater numbers than 
the females; the females have the 
chance to breed more peacefully, 
and the eventual result is an 
actual increase in the rat popula- 
ion. Poison does not give any 
permanent success, and the intro- 
duction of a virus, while killing 
large numbers of rats, immunises 
the survivors, so that further 
generations are born immune. 
Fumigation and rat-proofing is 
the ideal solution, but it is 
unlikely that this system could be 
adopted widely without legislative 
compulsion. There is, however, a 
place for an extensive publicity 
campaign calling the attention of 
the public to the price we pay to 
keep our rats, and, perhaps, for 
subsidies towards the cost of exter- 
minating them.

The Camera 


The Earl of Derby, grand old 
man of British politics and 
racing, has threatened to murder 
a photographer one fine day. If 
he is compelled to carry out this 
threat thousands of home-loving 
husbands will rally to his defence 
and support, but who shall say 
what their wives will do? ‘‘ Look 
at the photograph which was 
taken on our wedding morning, 
dearest?’ Lord Derby uttered 
his fearful words last week when 
a camera-man, standing up in the 
audience, was about to press the 
flash-pin and record for all 
posterity the very things that 
posterity, as we think, wants to 
have recorded. Photographers 
require courage and initiative for 
their jobs—and many of them 
have these, qualities in marked 
degree—but we concede the point 
that the delectable flavour of the 
soup stands every chance of being 
forgotten when a photographer 
pops up his head and camera from 
the folds of the table cover to 
catch us at our worst, or causes 
a dignified waiter of the old school 
to lose his dignity as he stumbles 
over the unseen heels of the man 
who is crouching in the interests 
of history. Photography has 
become personal and intimate— 
Lord Derby thinks that it has 
become too much so—but we con- 
fess to an appreciation of the 
other uses of the camera. It cannot 
lie, and we accept the fact that 
the retoucher can enhance and 
delude. The film studios send out 
“stills ”’ 
have reached the highest level 
in contemporary loveliness, and 
direct the thoughts of young men 
through time and eternity. The 
mah-servant and the maid-servant 
hold hands in the cinema dark- 
ness, and, wrapped in the glamour 
of Hedy Lemarr and Clarke 
Gable, endow each other with 
qualities that they almost cer- 
tainly have not got. To-day a sale 
of work or a political meeting 
lacks something if the photo- 
grapher is absent. What would we 
know of the days of frills and 
furbelows unless the photographer 
of that time had been engaged in 
the perfecting of his art and had 
succeeded to the point where the 
camera is to-day a near-auto- 
maton in the wings of an aero- 
plane, recording devastation that 
has sprung from the mind of man? 
Lord Derby is a man against 
cameramen, but the camera 
remains realistic. It has elevated 
men from humble stations and 
cast down some of the mighty

Through it all stalks that great 
actor, Jean Gabin, with his tough, 
powerful face, his steady, defensive 
stare and charmingly whimsical 
smile, very completely the plain man 
of the people in the róie of the thief, 
Pépel. Almost as excellent’ is Louis 
Jouvet as the spendthrift Baron who 
passes Pépel like a ship in the 
night as he sinks to ultimate 
degradation, while the thief strikes 
upwards from the gutter to the 
attainment of self-respect. Another 
unforgettable portrait is that of 
Viadimer Sokolnikoff’s Kostylev, 
the fence and doss-house keeper, 
who so hy oun exploits those 
hapless enfants perdus, his tenants. 
The women, as is usual even in the 
best French films, are not so good. 
In support, a ‘‘Secrets of Life”’ 
film, “There's Nothing New,” with 
its’ pleasant, humorous commentary, 
restored the audience after it had, 
with every justification, given the 
‘horse laugh” to yet another of 
those particularly inept propaganda 
shorts. i 
The Chocolate Soldier (Adelphi) :

Among recent important WVollege 
activities may be numbered the piac- 
ing in the bank, as a precaution 
against air raids, of the records of 
the College Historical Society.

OBITUARY 
VERY REV. N. J. 
TOMKIN, S.]. 


Father Nicholas Tomkin, whose 
death took place yesterday at Mill- 


town Park, Dublin, was born at 
Rathmines in the year 1859. Edu- 
cated at Belvedere College, he 


entered the Society of Jesus in 1877, 
and before pursuing his higher 
studies at Milltown Park was mathe- 
matical tutor at University College, 
and taught physics and mathematics 
at Belvedere, Clongowes and Tulla- 
beg. He was ordained priest in 
1892 by the late Dr. Walsh, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin. Father Tomkin’s 
exceptional gifts of administration 
were fully tested by the posts of 
trust and responsibility he held for 
about forty years in the various 
houses of the Order in Ireland, and 
notably at Milltown Park, and as 
Rector for twenty years of Belvedere, 
Mungret and Clongowes Wood. He 
was Assistant Provincial during the 
years 1925-35. The most notable 
period of Father Tomkin’s activity 
was from 1900 to 1908, when he was 
Rector of Belvedere College. He 
widened the scope of school life by 
encouraging college societies, de- 
bates, music, theatricals and 
athletics, and. brought about a closer 
association of the boys’ parents with 
the life, both religious and social, 
of the college. He was instrumental 
at this pouse in founding the Bel- 
vedere Union of past students, of 
which he remained a life-long friend 
and adviser. He was Rector of Clon- 
gowes Wood College during the cen- 
tenary year, 1914, as well as during 
oy more difficult years of the Great 
ar.

THETFORD, oldest and smallest 
borough in Norfolk, and the 
first capital of East Anglia, is 
not living in the past, but has a 
record in the food production cam- 
paign of which it is rightly proud. 
With fewer than five thousand in- 
habitants and some of the poorest 
soil in the country—mainly '' blow- 
ing sand ’’—the borough’s Food Pro- 
duction Club has increased _ the 
number of allotments from 365 to 
625 in less than two years. With 
fewer than 1,300 habitable houses, 
there is about one allotment to every 
two houses. But the average size 
of Thetford’s plots is about 18; rods, 
whereas the usual area is 10 rods. 
As an example of productivity, one 
Thetford allotment holder has this 
season produced 243 cwts from his 
20 rods with the aid of his wife and 
boy. His crops included 4 cwts. of 
onions, 2 cwts. of tomatoes, as well 
as 54lb. of dried peas and haricots, 
that will provide his family with 
valuable winter protein. 


Barley in Bread 


Lord Woolton has heen buying 
barley for incorporation in the bread 
supply. His policy is to build up 
substantial stocks of both barley and 
oats in case it is necessary early in 
the new year to use either to dilute 
wheat in bread. Scotland’s thirty 
malt distilleries are to be used for 
the drying and conditioning of oat 
supplies intended for the production 
of oat flour for the loaf. The restric- 
tions on distilling have _ recleased 
much plant and space for this work. 
In 1914-'19, when there were several 
admixtures of the loaf, the bakers 
always preferred’ barley, which 
blends well with wheat flour, with- 
out any noticeable effect on appear- 
ance or colour. 


Chance for Novelists 


Captain Hamish Hamilton, the 
London publisher, who is especially 
noted for books by United States 
authors, a very high proportion of 
which prove best sellers, is offering 
a £1,000 prize for the best work 
of fiction by authors of any 
nationality on-a war theme, with 
either a service or civilian back- 
ground. Manuscripts may be any 
length over sixty thousand words, 
and he names June 20th of next 
year as the closing date.

“We are in hourly expectation of 
the sailing of the French Fleet and 
I leave you to guess the result.” 


Noise 


Dublin has become a quieter “ 
in recent months, but there are sti 
streets where the noise can be 
aggravating, particularly when one 
of those unpleasant mechanical 
drills is at work. 

I was talking about the noise 
problem with an engineer the other 
day, and he told me a few facts 
about decibels—the unit of measure- 
ment for noise. 

A rifle shot, recorded about ten 
or twelve feet from the muzzle of 
the weapon, is 225 decibels, and, if 
that sound were sustained, it would 
kill anybody in the vicinity. This 
sounds rather like an idea for @ new 
secret weapon. 

The rustling of leaves in the trees 
is only ten decibels, normal conversa- 
tion about 66 decibels, although the 
top notes in opera reach over 120. 
A lion’s roar is 87 decibels, which is 
quite mild when compa to an 
aeroplane engine (115 decibels) or the 
average noise in a boiler-making

FAMILY GRANTS | 
REV. DR. LUCEY’S

and a Government grant where we 
should be taking the initiative our- 
selves, is what Catholic social leaders 
are looking for at the moment. 

So declared the Very Rev. Dr. 
Cornelius Lucey, M.A., St. Patrick’s 
53 Maynooth, when he lectured 
on “ Family Allowances’ in Galway 

esterday. The Most Rev. Dr. 

rowne, Bishop of Galway, presided. 

““ On principle,’”’ said Dr. Lucey, 
“we should not favour State-paid 
allowances, for these look too much 
like a practical admission of the 
Communist view that children belong 
to the community, and are to be 
maintained at the expense of the 
community.” 

Like some Continental countries, 
they might be able to create a cen- 
tral equalisation fund, kept solvent 
by the employers as a body, out of 
which allowances would he paid. Or 
they could extend the National 
Health Insurance system to allow for 
voluntary as well as 
stamps on each card. Allowances 
would then vary upward from a basic 
tate in proportion to the amount of 
voluntary stamping to the credit of 
the parents. Voluntary allowance 
contributions would act as a power- 


ful stimulus to saving on the ~~ of 
our young people for the burdens of 
marriage and family-rearing. Under 


such a measure only families in poor 
circumstances should be helped, and 
in these families only children from 
the third on. 

‘The way to help parents to fulfil 
their sacred God-given duty is to 
_ every family sufficient land—to 
reak up the ranches—or to give the 
father who has nothing but his 
labour a family wage,”’ said the Most 
Rev. Dr. Browne. The production 
of houses, clothing and food at 
moderate prices, with hard work, 
was what was wanted in _ this 
country, and we should beware of 
any scheme which would encourage 
idleness.
